This series, which established the sizes and styles for New Jersey Colonial notes for the next few decades, was printed by 
Benjamin Franklin with his “Printed by B. Franklin” imprint on the backs. The face displays the Royal Arms (in black) and obligation (in red), and 
the back shows a nature print of a sage leaf. Notes from the series are seldom seen and rarely offered at auction. The 1993 Smythe & Co. DuPont 
sale sold a sole 3 pounds note from the issue (lot 2091: described as “split in half, G-VG”) for $1,540. The 15 shillings from the Boyd Collection, 
raw graded “Good,” realized $4,312 at the Ford Part III sale in May 2004. Significantly, the only reported 30 shillings note from this series real- 
ized $19,550 in the Smythe 2007 Memphis Sale #272 (lot 2188: PMG Very Good 8, but with “Fine-VF detail.”). That example is the current fifth edi- 
tion Newman plate note illustrated on page 251. The Newman Collection was blessed with three denominations from this key series. The 12 shil- 
lings graded PCGS About Good 3 Apparent realized $940 in the May 4, 2016, Newman Part 1 Internet sale. The 15 shillings graded PCGS Good 4 
Apparent realized $1,292.50 in the January 11, 2017, Newman Part 3 Internet sale. This third and final example is much rarer and superior in grade. 
Despite the noted “Splits, Tears, and Minor Damage; Tape Repair on Back,” the grade should be considered strong for such an early note which 
would have circulated heavily. The note is rounded inward all around the perimeter, affecting the bordering lines. Compensating are the delight- 
ful red text printing at the top and in the upper right quadrant, the image of a bird at far left, the detailed coat of arms, and the still-visible signa- 
tures. The back is a bit dusty with scotch tape residue seen. The “Printed by B. Franklin” imprint is visible at the right. From a rare and histori- 
cally significant series, printed by Franklin, and possibly unique.

They were manufactured between June 1866 
and May 1869 and are composed of 39 First, Second, and Third issue uniface Specimen notes (20 faces and 19 backs) affixed to a pre-printed large piece of card- 
board. They were printed with three different background colors, green with approximately a dozen known, pink with approximately twenty-five known and 
gray, the most common, with over 250 known. This shield has the pink background. All four hand-signed notes are Colby-Spinner examples with the Grant- 
Sherman hand signed Colby-Spinner being the key note on this shield, as these (Fr. 1273SPs) were found only on pink and green shields. Heavy damage to the 
background and some of the notes in the middle rows is present, especially the 10¢ and 25¢ Second Issue examples. The pink color has faded below the row of 
circles, but it is strong at the circles and above, including the bold pink eagle.

This is the first uncut sheet we have 
offered in the last two decades plus, with the only other two appear- 
ances being single 25¢ and 50¢ remainders. This sheet includes those two 
denominations plus a 10¢ and 15¢ note. PMG notes some edge tattering 
that affects the top margin and four spots of mounting residue left from a 
previous mounting.

It is clear from Haxby’s description for this 
note that he had never seen one and was probably working from some 
form of period documentation like bank note reporter descriptions. This 
sharply printed impression is mounted on cardstock and has the usually 
expected POCs in the signature lines. This marks the first time we have 
offered this design in one of our auctions.

On his way to Idaho in 1862, he met Christopher Moore and the two 
began hauling goods to the mines in Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 
1863 they brought supplies to Boise, selling some from their wagons 
and hauling the rest to the Snake River for sale to Owyhee miners. The 
partners opened several stores, including B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and 
Idaho City. The stores offered banking services as well as merchandise, 
and this financial activity led DuRell and Moore to join with three other 
investors (including Territorial Governor David Ballard) to organize the 
First National Bank of Idaho in 1866. The bank was granted a charter on 
March 11, 1867 and opened for business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store 
on June 6, 1867. A branch was soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. 
DuRell sold his interest in the bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where 
he organized the Salt Lake City NB of Utah. Durell died of pneumonia 
on September 9, 1883. This note, which features a vignette of Crawford’s 
Freedom, the statue that stands atop the United States Capitol Dome to 
this day, as well as one of the Great American Falls on the Snake River in 
Idaho, was apparently intended to be issued from Durell’s store in Idaho 
City and made payable at the national bank where he served as President 
in Boise (City) some 36 miles away.

We believed it to be unique then 
and have no reason to change our opinion. Both PMG and PCGS noted 
minor rust specks on the back.

A ferry was established in 1850, explaining why this scrip note was receiv- 
able for ferriage. In order to hedge its bets, a sister company, the Keokuk 
& Hamilton Mississippi Bridge Co., was formed in 1866 for the purpose 
of constructing a railroad and wagon bridge across the Mississippi 
between Keokuk, IA and Hamilton, IL. It appears that this bridge was, in 
fact, built and replaced by another bridge (the Keokuk Bridge) in 1915-16. 
This note, appropriately enough, depicts a locomotive and steamboat/ 
ferry and was printed by Hosford & Co. Because of the two small “H” 
punch cancels and the number rubberstamped in the signature space, 
your cataloger believes that this is most likely an example retained for 
archival use by the printer. We are aware of only one other example, the 
plate note in Dean Oakes’ 2015 catalog revision. The note offered here 
tonight crossed the auction block for $2,820 in our 2015 Eric P. Newman 
Collection, Part VII Currency Signature Auction and is expected to test 
that price level again this evening.

vignette used elsewhere). PCGS notes several rust stains (primarily along 
the bottom margin) and small edge tears. (1,000-1,200)

PCGS notes that there are mounting remnants on the back which are vir- 
tually invisible through the holder.

With a stun- 
ning appearance, this striking red and black note, printed by National Bank Note Company, features Liberty standing by a column and a large portrait of Henry 
Clay. Over the years, we have only handled two notes from this branch, a well circulated $1 and this $2 Proof. In its first appearance, this note crossed the auction

He was elected the Mayor of 
Ft. Scott in August, 1862. Scott’s reputation for honesty and fair dealing led 
to widespread acceptance of the scrip notes which he circulated. Whitfield 
illustrates this note on page 78 in his 2009 catalog, indicating his belief that 
it may have been a trial specimen or essay as it is missing several elements 
that later appeared on his notes (a space for a serial number and “State of” 
and “Kansas” near the top margin). Whitfield believed that the note was 
unique and nothing has transpired since then to change that opinion. The 
note is printed on bright paper with a boldly inked signature and does not 
have any condition qualifiers attached to it. If you have been on the hunt 
for a trophy Kansas note, now would be the time to act.

Scott, Kerr & Co. was formed in 1858 when Lyman Scott, Sr. bought out 
the interests of the principals of a previous firm, the Isett-Brewster Bank 
and organized a new bank, the Bank of Scott, Kerr & Co., with John 
Kerr who had also been associated with the former bank. In 1862, the 
firm shortened its name to Scott, Kerr & Co. and issued a new series of 
notes. This note is from the second printing of that issue, with the town 
name spelled correctly as Leavenworth. The note which has a portrait 
of General Winfield Scott as well as a vignette entitled Men at Mill is 
signed by John Kerr as cashier and Lucien Scott, Lyman Scott, Sr.’s son, as 
president. It appears that Scott’s signature is engraved while Kerr’s is pen 
signed. This is only the third example of this variety that we have offered 
in sixteen years. (2,000-3,500)

well as a passenger train in a station, and a rendition of the state seal of 
Kansas. The intricate back is printed in brown ink. This Specimen was, at 
one time, part of the archives of the St. Louis Bank Note Co. We are aware 
of a single well circulated example of this note design which crossed the 
auction block for $1,265 in 2009 as part of one of our weekly internet 
sales. PCGS notes two small POCs in the bottom margin. In all likeli- 
hood this Specimen is unique. A rare opportunity to obtain a true Kansas 
trophy note in lovely condition.

$1,000 from the Crescent City. This note was issued in the wake of the fall 
of New Orleans in late April, 1862. Federal occupation authorities insisted 
that the city’s banks stop paying out Confederate notes and this resulted in 
increased use of their own notes in commerce.

The plate is uncancelled and has 
been chromed (a normal part of the process). It has minimal surface rust which is nowhere near the engraved image area. The back of the plate has two stamped 
maker’s marks “J. Garside / Newark NJ.” While perhaps seeming unimportant, this is a key to validating the plate’s originality as his name is found in a list of 
1849 award winners for producing the best stocks and dies. A Proof printed on the BEP’s spider press using the pictured plate accompanies it and is printed in 
brown ink to show plate details. (Total: 2 items) (5,000-7,000)

The 45th Regiment was a nine months unit organized in the fall of 1862. 
It fought in the Battle of Kinston (NC) in December, 1862 and, in 1863, 
was involved in several skirmishes around New Bern before returning 
to Boston to help quell draft riots in that city. The unit was mustered out 
of the service on July 21, 1863, suffering twenty dead and seventy-one 
wounded in battle and greater losses due to disease. This small cardboard 
3¢ chit was issued by the unit’s sutler, W.H. Wrigley. It is presently housed 
in a cardboard flip which reveals some of the details regarding the soldier 
who originally received it. The chit shows a center crease and edge wear 
consistent with circulation in the field. Unlisted in Keller, very rare, and 
never previously offered in any of our auctions. (1,000-1,500)

This is the first in a run of ten notes from the Greenfield Bank of 
Greenfield, MA which was in business from 1831 to 1864 when it became 
the First National Bank of Greenfield. Notes from this bank are gener- 
ally very rare; Haxby’s listings for the bank are all SENC except for one 
relatively common alteration from an Indiana bank. A similar situation 
exists in the newer Whitman catalog, with only six notes shown as having 
small verified surviving populations. The provenance of these notes is not 
completely known but can almost be inferred by the fact that all ten notes 
are punch cancelled and were part of a single group that had obviously 
been together for years. Your cataloger speculates that this group was 
possibly retained by the bank and/or its descendant national bank in their 
archives. This $1 was printed by New England Bank Co. and features a 
small, but finely detailed, whaling scene on the left end. The Whitman 
reference only lists this design as being known as a unique proof. PCGS 
notes ink erosion, splits, tears, and repairs as well as POCs. Having said 
all of that, on a note of this great rarity it may not matter all that much.

Neither Haxby nor the Whitman catalogs list this design. Printed by New 
England Bank Note Co., the note depicts an eagle on a rock on the left 
end, a beehive on the right, and an oval vignette of Navigation, Justice, 
and a third allegorical figure. PCGS notes the two POCs and makes men- 
tion of repairs which are visible but not overtly so through the holder. As 
is the case with almost every other note in this group, an extreme rarity.

$50 Treasury Note. A portrait of Zachary Taylor and a rendition of the 
Massachusetts state seal round out the design elements. This design is 
listed by both major references on the state but neither reports any sur- 
viving examples. PCGS notes the two POCs and some trivial pinholes. 
This note faces up well and will be a highlight of any collection that it 
ends up gracing. (1,000-2,000)

A wonderful group of ten Color Trial Specimens of the back designs 
of the three denominations that made up the Series of 1894 Auditor 
Warrants. St. Louis Bank Note Company, who printed the production 
notes, printed these Specimens to evaluate different colors either internal- 
ly or with state officials. Ironically, the state’s Governor was placed under 
arrest for a short period of time because the Secret Service felt that the 
notes looked a bit too much like federal currency. Governor Stone called 
the experience “a most outrageous proceeding!” These pieces were, in all 
likelihood, part of the company’s archives and all have one or two small 
triangular cancels. Kraus was aware of only one such “back proof” for the 
$5. Rare and beautiful.

PCGS notes a small hole at 5 o'clock in the frame of the female 
portrait at right. This is a nice mid-grade example with unoxidized pro- 
tectors.

“anti-bank” into the title. Shortly thereafter that ruse was abandoned, 
and these “regular” notes began to flow out of the bank.

By June 1837 Smith severed his association 
with the bank. The bank ultimately failed in November 1837. Eventually 
Smith and Sidney Rigdon were each fined $1,000 for their unauthorized 
banking venture.

One interest- 
ing claim appearing on the notes is that the bank was chartered in 1849. 
That simply is not true. The two notes are identical except for the back 
design colors; brown (used for production) and orange (apparently a color 
trial done by St. Louis Bank Note Co.). The brown back note has a pinhole 
in the upper right corner. Both notes have small POCs in the signature 
lines.

For Domain Names & Intellectual Property Auction lots the Buyer’s Premium is Fifteen percent (15%) subject 
toa minimum of $19 per lot;

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a 
check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate 
credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or 
more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website.

No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void.= 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price.

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein.

The Montgomery issue $1,000 was the only type of this denomination issued by the Confederacy, and was the highest denomination issued 
by the Southern government. The quantity was only 607, with this note issued on June 24, 1861. Soon thereafter, the Confederacy transferred 
its seat of government to Richmond, and most of the notes were redeemed. This was due to the fact that these notes were payable just twelve 
months after the issue date, and they accrued interest at 10 cents per day. This example, serial number 503, has several punch out cancels of 
varying sizes and retains decent eye appeal. Of major merit is the fact that this particular note is free of any repairs or other unsightly defects 
that are common to the type. All four of the Montgomery issues can be considered classic rarities, and any Type 1 commands respect among 
both novice and seasoned collectors alike of Confederate currency. This is the first in a collection of the four Montgomery notes that were 
handpicked due to their problem-free nature. It certainly is not a common occurrence to have all four Montgomery types offered in one

The Montgomery notes were ordered in early March 1861, weeks before the first shots were fired on Fort Sumter. The original contract for 
production, which included coupon bonds, transferable certificates of stock, and Treasury Notes, was set with New York’s American Bank 
Note Company who, in turn, turned the Treasury Note portion of the order over to National Bank Note Company. National was under intense 
pressure to design, produce, and deliver these notes quickly and used stock pre-war vignettes as one means of compressing the production 
schedule. There was no time for new vignettes to be designed and engraved, so they relied on vignettes from other antebellum notes 
from both the North and the South. Due to the numismatic and historical importance of the Montgomery notes, the designs most closely 
associated with these types and in many ways perfectly reflected the essence of the South. The design here is called “The Crossing” and was 
engraved by James Smillie. While cotton and tobacco are the first agricultural products associated with the Confederacy’s economy, cattle 
were a large part of the economic output, with an estimated 7 million head, 30% more than the Union’s stock. 


The paper is beyond exceptional on this PMG Very Fine 35 graded note, and the margins are ideal for the type. In fact, one will rarely find a 
fuller framed note that is as even on all four sides. The penned issuing statement on the back reads, New Orleans June 24, 1861 A(nthony) 
J. Guirot Ass(istant) Treas(urer) C(onfederate) S(tates).” Problem-free and original T-2’s are none too common and this note bearing serial 


number 198 should achieve a runaway price here this evening.

is interesting that this note did not garner the EPQ designation as there is a fair amount of embossing still present.

A fantastic rarity which is one of the greatest National Bank Note treasures that might ever be available to the collecting public. The 
National Gold Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. was organized pursuant to an Act of Congress dated July 12, 1870, which authorized the 
creation of National Gold Banks. These special banks were offered the power to issue currency backed by gold, a much desired currency 
in the west, which favored hard money and disdained other forms of U.S. currency. Chartered in 1872, the National Gold Bank of D.O. 
Mills & Co. was organized by some of the wealthiest financiers in California and became an immediate success. When the U.S. Treasury 
resumed specie payments on January 1, 1879, making all federal paper money redeemable in gold or silver, the logic that supported 
the creation of the National Gold Banks was removed, as the notes of all national banks were now redeemable in gold or silver coin. 
Congress reacted by passing an Act of February 14, 1880, allowing all existing National Gold Banks to convert into regular national 
banks, an act that this bank took advantage of on September 15, 1883, when the bank adopted the title of The National Bank of D.O. 
Mills & Co. 


The National Gold Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. originated as the private Bank of D.O. Mills & Co. in 1850. Organizer Darius Ogden Mills 
was born in 1825 in North Salem, New York and arrived in California in December, 1848 to seek his fortune in the gold rush. Mills 
soon found that banking, real estate, and railroads were considerably more lucrative than panning for gold. By the mid-1860s, he was 
wealthy enough to become one of the founders of San Francisco’s Bank of California, and later became a part owner in the Virginia & 
Truckee Railroad, the only rail link between the Comstock Lode and the Central Pacific Railroad. Mills retired from banking and returned 
to New York, where he developed a number of parcels in Manhattan, including Mills House Number 1 at 160 Bleecker Street. When 
Mills died in 1910, his estate was valued at more than 36 million dollars. His grandson, Ogden L. Mills, later served as a United States 
Representative and as Secretary of the Treasury under President Herbert Hoover from February of 1932 until March of 1933. 


Edgar Mills, who signed this note as the bank’s president, was the brother of D.O. Mills, and served as president of the bank from 
1852 until his death in 1893. Edgar was a California pioneer who arrived in time to undertake the original survey of the Feather and 
Sacramento Rivers for General Sutter and Sam Brannan. His original career as a shopkeeper and outfitter was ended when his store 
was destroyed by fire in 1852, whereupon he relocated to Sacramento, where he joined his brother at the bank. When he died some 
forty years later he was living in an opulent mansion on California Street in San Francisco and was serving as president of the Eureka & 
Palisade Railroad in Nevada as well as having significant interests in several other western lines. 


Cashier Frank Miller was born in 1842 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He trained as a cryptographer and, after graduation from Yale University, 
joined the Union Army during the Civil War, where he was wounded during the Second Battle of Bull Run. Making his way to California, 
he became cashier of the bank, continued in a successful banking career, and was later made a Trustee of Stanford University. 


The first printing of 5-5-5-5 Gold Bank Notes for this bank arrived at the Comptroller of the Currency’s office on August 6, 1872 and 
consisted of 500 sheets bearing bank serials 1-500 and Treasury serials K333872 through K334371. The first of these notes were sent to 
the bank on August 12th, with the shipment containing the number 1 sheet from which this spectacular note was cut. Interestingly, both 
of these dates precede the plate date engraved on the note, which is August 15, 1872. This bank bears the only collectible private name 
title that can be found on any National Gold Bank Note. The only other Gold Bank with a private name title was the Kidder National 
Bank of Boston, but all of the notes printed for that institution were returned to the Treasury unissued when that bank liquidated. This 
note is one of only four extant serial number 1 National Gold Bank Notes from all of the Gold Banks combined. Two of that number, a 
$5 and a $10, come from this bank, and two, also a $5 and $10, come from the First National Gold Bank of Stockton. The other serial 
number 1 example from this bank is heavily impaired and has never been available to collectors and likely never will be, as it resides 
in an institutional holding of a foreign bank. The two Stockton notes are also well ensconced in major US holdings, with one having 
been acquired privately after its last auction appearance nearly forty years ago and the second, which was discovered in 2014, having 
sold at auction for $339,300 four years ago. Although a side by side comparison is impossible, the example offered tonight is almost 
certainly the finest of the four, having long been listed in the census as About Uncirculated. While the note is indeed flawless for its 
grade, in a more restrained era PCGS has chosen to holder it at the Extremely Fine level, which many would call conservative. It is not 
only the finest known example for this Friedberg number, it is the finest known of any National Gold Bank Note outside of those from 
San Francisco. 


In any given decade, there are few notes offered for sale which are significant enough to truly merit the term “spectacular.” This note, 
which combines rarity, desirability, and condition in equal parts, more than deserves that adjective.

When we initially offered this proof in October 2012, our description read, “This is the first ever public offering that we can find of this rare 
Friedberg number. Both the Friedberg and the Krause references state that this number is ‘unknown’ and it remains so in issued form. Luckily, 
the Bowers reference pictures a BEP face proof impression on page 758. The same holds true on page 69 of the Hessler proof reference. Also, 
only the Hessler example and the current example we are offering sport a green overprint. The piece in tonight’s auction has a modified, 
human-like left hand. Chief of the National Currency Bureau Spencer M. Clark criticized the woman pictured in the proof in the Hessler 
book as having ‘more like an animal’s paw than a female hand.’ This makes this piece a later proof example, and it may be as close to an 
actual note as one can get for this design. The paper remains bright with strong printed design details and bold protectors. An apparent grade 
was assigned because it was hole punch cancelled, damaged, and restored. The restorations were very well executed. 


Interest Bearing Notes were used more as investments instead of circulating paper money. They were sold at a discount and redeemed at face 
value upon maturity to reflect the interest earned. Banks were the main buyers and holders of these notes, explaining their rarity. 


This uniface proof is full of symbolism. At center is a woman at an altar depicting George Washington. The Department of the Treasury has 
called this vignette by three different names over the years. One name is America Offering Her Jewels, the second is Wealth Offering Up Her 
Jewels, and the third is Altar of Liberty. In the vignette we see a jewel box and a drinking pitcher at the feet of the allegorical female. She is 
also getting ready to drop a pendant into the flames sprouting up from the Washington altar. The background consists of an open air domed 
shrine, a turbulent sea, and a bolt of lightening. 


A great paper money item and one that we have not seen before—even with all of our many cumulative years of collecting, studying, selling, 
and cataloging paper money. This may well prove to be the only opportunity to physically represent this Friedberg number for many years 
to come. Pricing a rarity of this magnitude is difficult, though a Fr. 201 proof of the $1000 denomination recently appeared at auction and 
realized $97,750. That piece was also the first example ever offered for that denomination and type.” 


Since that auction, the proof now resides in a new PCGS holder with an italicized Extremely Fine 40 grade. PCGS mentions the hole punch 


cancels along with the comments, “Damage and Restorations.” What has not changed is the extreme rarity of this gorgeous proof.

Iconic $1,000 Silver Certificate Proof 


21022 Fr. 346e $1,000 1891 Silver Certificate Proof Hessler 1411 PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 

Silver Certificates are an important part of numismatic history, one that many numismatists give little thought to. Silver was demonetized in 
the Coinage Law of 1873, a move by Congress in favor of the Gold Standard. Unfortunately the timing was poor as a depression in Europe 
was sinking its claws into the American economy. Falling silver prices forced Western senators to take action, advocating for the silver miners 
who were an important part of their quickly growing economies. Congressman Richard P. Bland and Senator William A. Allison proposed 
the Bland-Allison Act of 1878. In addition to calling for the Double Standard, it also called for between $2 and $4 million worth of silver to 
be purchased by the Treasury each month. Both Morgan Dollars and Silver Certificates resulted from this act as it called for the silver to be 
placed into circulation. Either the coins, or Silver Certificates backed by Treasury holdings, would be issued. Since the law called for excess 
silver purchases beyond the needs of the public, the vaults at the Treasury began to fill up with Morgan Dollars. Silver Certificates were lighter 
and easier to handle in trade and were the workhorse in our economy. This beautiful proof represents the single largest denomination of 
Silver Certificates issued. It is, in effect, the only real collectable example of the iconic note as a single issued survivor is known to collectors. 


The portrait at left is of Liberty, who bears a striking resemblance to actress Josie Mansfield, the paramour of robber baron and patron of the 
arts, ‘Jubilee Jim’ Fisk or if you like, the ‘Barnum of Wall Street,’ who was murdered by another one of Ms. Mansfield’s suitors, Ned Stokes, in 
1872. The portrait at right is of William L. Marcy, life-long politician, with stops as governor of New York, 1833-1839; United States Secretary 
of War, 1845-1849; and United States Secretary of State, 1853-1857. He died on July 4, 1857. The actual proof surface is flawless, while the 
oversized margins display corner folds and other collector handling from admiring viewers. Also, the back upper right-hand corner displays 
a pencilled “(9).” There are only two notes of this design known, one note is in the Smithsonian, and the other privately held example once 
resided in the Amon Carter Collection and sold privately about five years ago for $2.6 Million.

One year notes from the issue of January 
28, 1847 were meant to circulate, and bore the notation that they were “redeemable in payment of all public dues,” which included customs 
payments, the government's chief revenue raiser. The note bears cut-outs at the left signature block, and a punch cancel at the right signature 
block. The reverse is a brilliant orange with the only flaw mentioned by PMG the punch cancels. The blue counter on the face is bright and 
vivid with the notes only flaw the small tear in the the UR corner which confirms this piece as the plate note. We sold the $500 example 
back in 2017 at FUN in a similar grade for $18,800.00.

The 1815 “War of 1812” era United States Treasury notes have increased in popularity considerably in the past decade and their corresponding 
prices realized have escalated greatly. There is only one triple signed, fully issued and uncancelled War of 1812 Treasury Note, the $3 note of 
this act sold at Ford Part VI in October 2004 initially and later sold by us for $74,750 in May 2005. However, these are still very collectible 
and quite affordable considering their history and scarcity. Like the other notes from the series, engraved and printed by Murray, Draper, 
Fairman & Co. on watermarked UNITED STATES bond paper with color security threads. This is the Plate A, top of sheet, example. At the 
upper right is an eagle over the obligation, a sunburst in the background with an arced FIFTY in the rays. Intricate MDF end panels have 
FIFTY DOLLARS in the cartouches. The obligation is across and the engraved date is at top center, with 7% interest bearing noted. A rare 
type, known only hole-cancelled with the triple signatures. Our experience would place the amount known to collectors as fifteen to thirty 
examples in all grades.

The Treasury clerks, who were authorized to sign for these officials, added the words “for the” after 
their signatures. After a short while, it was realized that the words “for the” should be added to the plate in front of “Register of the Treasury” 
and “Treasurer of the United States” to save a considerable amount of time and effort on the part of the signers. The original notes with the 
handwritten “for the” are major rarities for all denominations as very few were ever produced.

The only serial number 
one note to exist entered circulation and was presumed lost forever to collectors. Not so. PCGS has graded the note italic Very Fine 20 with 


the comment, “Small Edge Repair at Bottom Right of Center.” Tonight presents a rare opportunity to add the serial number one note for this 
Friedberg number to your holdings.

At left is Americas most 
recognized founding fathers, flanked by the vignette titled America; a representation of Liberty, sword in hand behind a shield emblazoned 
by an early variation of the Seal of the United States. UNITED STATES is prominent at center, along with the denomination. The inks on this 
note are as bold as one will find for the type, and set on crisp and original paper. A lovely example of the type, with full Gem offerings only 
occurring every two to three years on average.

A beautiful Fr. 299 that we last encountered at our May 2000 auction. We graded it then as Gem New in the pre-third party grading days 
and PCGS has upheld our opinion. Our research cannot find any other auction appearances for it in the intervening years. However, we do 
know that our consignor in 2000 originally purchased the note in 1957. Both major grading services combined have seen only one piece 
graded higher and just ten graded equal. The last of those graded equal notes that crossed our auction block was a PMG 66 EPQ that realized

Tonight's Platinum Night appearance of this note marks the first time in thirty years that any Series 1878 $100 Silver Certificate has been 
available to the collecting public, and the first time in over four decades since a specimen has appeared at public auction. While five 
Friedberg numbers are listed for this short-lived issue, two remain unknown, and, as we note below, two are represented only by examples 
long ensconced in institutional or government holdings. The Fr. 337b is the only collectible number, with four pieces known. According 
to Track & Price, this example is by far the finest of the four. Two of the four are in government hands. Serial number A8782, which Track 
& Price grades as Fine, is now in the Smithsonian Institution, having been transferred there by the Treasury Department. The second note, 
serial number A12467, belongs to the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco and is graded as Good in Track & Price. The other known 
example was part of the James Wade collection and also serves as the plate note in the Koike reference. That note is graded as Fine in Track 
& Price. Later owned by Robert Schermerhorn, it appeared on a fixed price list in the 1980s, but has never appeared at auction. Its current 
whereabouts are unknown to us as it has not appeared on the market since its last offering thirty years ago. The specimen offered this evening 
comes with an illustrious numismatic pedigree, having been discovered by Dr. Howard Carter as part of the Oat Bin Hoard and later serving 
as the plate example in both the Donlon and Hessler references. It was owned during the 1970’s by Dean Oakes and Morey Perlmutter 
before a single auction appearance in 1976, after which it disappeared for more than four decades until its appearance in tonight’s Platinum 
Night sale. The note is being offered tonight without a reserve and is a truly beautiful piece with bright fresh color, excellent margins and 
clear sharp printing. The PCGS-assigned grade of 35 appears to us to be exactly accurate. Their 35 is an italic grade with the reason for it 
listed as, “Restoration in Lower Right Corner.” We have absolutely no doubt that they are accurate, but we are completely unable to spot it 
even after careful study with a glass. For all visual purposes, the note is an absolutely perfect, high-end VF. 


There are five Friedberg numbers of 1878 $100 Silvers with triple signatures; Fr. 336 which is permanently ensconced in the collection of 
Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco; Fr. 336a which is unknown, even in government collections; Fr. 337 which was part of the Grinnell, 
Wade and Bebee collections and now resides in the ANA Museum; Fr. 337a which is unknown, even in government collections; and the 
currently offered Fr. 337b. A triple signature note was also produced for $500 Silver Certificates, Fr. 345a, but the one known example is 
in the Smithsonian. There was also a $1,000 produced, Fr. 346a, but apparently no examples are extant as there are no recorded serial 
numbers and none in any government collection. That leaves the $100 being offered tonight as the highest denomination triple-signature 
Silver Certificate that any collector will likely ever have the opportunity to own. 


Needless to say, any estimate could be well off the mark on the low side. We will estimate this very much on the low side to be sure to get 
the bidding activity started. We would not be surprised if our estimate was more than doubled this evening.

The gap leaves us with five signature combinations from the “early issues” and a lone signature 
combination for the “later issues.” Those intervening years were the entirety of the Panic of 1893 which ravaged the country until around 
1898 when the unemployment rate dropped and money began to move. Just 8% of the total number of printed 1882 $20 Gold Certificates 
are from this early issue, and the survivors are quite scarce. This note and one other PMG 66 EPQ Fr. 1177 represent that two finest known 
notes from that early time period, and feature one of two different brown seals. The margins are as large as one will find for the type, with a 
deep wheaten gold underprint on the face. The paper wave and embossing that can be seen through the holder are unmistakably original. 


This piece is an incredible anomaly for grade rarity for early 1880s issued type notes. With no previous public auction sales records for this 
note, we will briefly focus on the next highest graded note.

A total of 
216,000 notes were printed, but Treasury records show that as many as 60,000 were subsequently destroyed, along with the entire 1933A 
Series, which ultimately was never released. 


The most incredible 20th century numismatic rarities were forged in this time period, and this cataloger, having started a numismatic 
profession in primarily coins before moving full time into currency, would rank this among the century’s most desirable rarities, across coins 
and currency.

Combined, PCGS and PMG have graded approximately 357,000 small size FRNS in the 13+ years they have been grading notes. Of this total, 
just a handful of circulated examples and six Gem 1928 Light Green Seal $1000 notes have been graded for all twelve districts.

Double denomination notes are always among the most sought after of all errors. Most tend to be fairly well circulated as, although it is 
somewhat counterintuitive, these were hard to spot in circulation. Strangely three of the four notes from this cut sheet are known, but they 
were not found early and kept as souvenirs, as all show legitimate signs of circulation down to the VF20 grade. The current piece, while 
certainly circulated, is problem-free save for “Minor Restorations,” which seem to us to be simply a few well-repaired edge nicks. Nice 


looking for the grade with near perfect color and only minimal circulation soil. Neither of the other two notes from this sheet have sold at 
auction in almost fifteen years.

The Sullivan book enumerates eight examples of the Friedberg 868 $5/$10 double denomination error. The eight hail from a total of three 
sheets, a seemingly strange occurrence when one considers the vast spread of grades from Fine to CU. That can likely be explained, as the 
notes were probably discovered early on and some were carried as wallet pieces. The presently offered piece lends some credence to that 
explanation as the XF 45 grade is due to two rather hard folds, though the original embossing remains and there is not a touch of circulation 
soil. It was likely folded, stuck in an envelope, and spent decades in a bank vault or sock drawer. In any event, double denomination notes 
are among the most desirable of all errors and the current piece is one of the more affordable high grade examples as the census for this 
number is rather high considering the rarity of all large size double denominations.

While many errors were set aside quickly for their novelty, few were stored of kept in ideal condition. The number of error notes we have 
seen that served as wallet mementos or succumbed to massive handling while passed around in inevitable games of Show and Tell, make 
really high grade survivors unusually in many cases. One of the exceptions is the Series 1934D $5/$10 Double Denomination, which has 
some attractive high-grade survivors known, even Gem examples. The alignment of plates designed for two different denominations did 
not allow for the ideal alignment intended for a single denomination. Little room was left for margin aberrations, and thus had the smallest 
margin of error for the cutting process. As a result most double denominations have poor margins, and rarely even qualify for a Gem grade. 
Despite seeing some Gems, we can say this note stands out as the best of all the Gems we have seen for margin size and alignment. If the 
grading services took into account these slight aberrations and graded on a bell curve for errors, this note would notch a Superb Gem grade. 
But, alas, it is being compared to its “normal” brethren. Spend enough time in our archive and one will quickly recognize this broadly 
margined, and fully embossed note as a truly special error.
